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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


In compliance with the laws of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, the commissioners again submit their annual report, 
and a statement of the expenditures over which they have 
control. 

The law passed last June session authorized all county 
officers to make up their reports to the first of May, instead 
of the first of January, as formerly has been done. 

In submitting their report, the commissioners take pleas- 
ure in announcing to the people of this county, that the ex- 
pense of supporting the paupers on and off the farm has 
been much reduced from what it was during the preceding 
year. 

There was a reduction in the pauper expenses for the 
year ending the 5lst of December, 1878, of over $6,000; 
this is in part due to the general improvement of business, 
and various other causes which may be enumerated. The 
management of the farm and almshouse during the past 
year has been very successful. ‘The crops have been large, 
and in some respects larger than in preceding years. The 
potato crop was not quite as large (1,320 bushels), but the 
hay crop much larger; one hundred and fifty tons of good 
English hay were cut, and with the large improvements that 
have been made on the farm during the last two years 
think that that amount can be increased in favorable years. 

The number of inmates supported and partially supported 
at the county almshouse during the past year was 418; the 
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average weekly number was 1953. Of the 190 remaining 
January 1, 1879, 60 are insane and partially insane, and 29 
idiotic. Of this number 100 are males and 90 females : 
most of these are unable to perform any labor, and require 
constant care. 

The sanitary condition of the inmates of the almshouse 
has been good. When it is considered that its inmates are 
for the most part aged and very feeble, and others quite 
young, it is surprising that the death rate is so low. 
During the month of August the measles and whooping 
cough prevailed to an alarming degree; twenty-seven chil- 
dren under the age of twelve years, some of them infants, 
were sick with both diseases at the same time, and not a 
death occurred, which shows that the best of care and medi- 
cal treatment were given them. . Mrs. Bumpus was unremit- 
ting in her care to the sick, and to her, in a great measure, 
belongs the success which attended the tr eatment of these 
cases. 

There has been but little money expended on the county 
buildings during the past year. A new ice-house has been 
built, and the large building and two houses occupied by 
the male and female insane painted upon the outside. The 
lumber for the ice-house was cut upon the farm. and much 
of the labor in construction was performed by those con- 
nected with the institution. 

Hard-wood floors have been put in the clerks’ room, and 
in the register’s office, in the county building at Nashua. 

At the court-house at Manchester a new boiler has been 
put in by the city, free of cost to the county. The old 
boiler, replaced by the new one, would not do the work for 
which it was intended ; the new boiler was built by the Man- 
chester Locomotive Works, and has proved a success, heat- 
ing the building which is used for court purposes more sat- 
isfactorily than the one removed, without incurring extra 
expense to the county in the consumption of coal. 

In examining the reports of the pauper expenses of some 
of the country towns, it will be seen that some of them 
have incurred large bills. This is to be accounted for by 
the fact of their having a large per cent of oid native resi- 
dents, who were supported by the towns when the law of 
1875 was enacted, and a part of this class has been allowed 
to remain. 
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As far as dollars and cents are concerned, perhaps it 
might be a trifle cheaper to remove these old people to the 
county farm: but we have allowed them to remain in ac- 
cordance with their wishes. 

The pauper question has been very thoroughly discussed 
during the past year, and the people have generally come to 
the decision that the law as it is at present is the most per- 
fect that has yet been devised. 

If one compares it with the cumbersome law in force in 
Massachusetts, where many of the paupers are supported by 
the towns, and others sent to the State almshouse, they 
will find the former the most simple and least expensive. 

In some cities in Massachusetts of the size of Manches- 
ter, it has cost more to support the town poor than has been 
paid by the whole of Hillsborough County for all their pau- 
pers on and off the farm. 

By examining the county system of supporting the poor, 
it can be shown that it is the most perfect, and the poor 
better provided for, and at less expense, than under any 
other system yet devised. If those humanitarians who con- 
demn the county system as inhuman, would take into con- 
sideration that five-sevenths of those who received help off 
the farm and those who are inmates of the almshouse are 
of foreign birth, who never had a home of their own, or 
even a settlement in this county, and could see the comforts 
provided for them which they never had before, they would, 
we think, come to the conclusion that it is well to let the 
law remain as it is. 

Prisoners are sent to the county house of correction! 
True; the most, if not all, of those sent there are for drunk- 
enness, just the same as three-fourths of the paupers go to 
the almshouse directly or indirectly through the use of 
intoxicating drink. By the time these prisoners get to 
Wilton the effects of their inebriation has passed away, and 
they are as quiet and orderly as any of the inmates. If the 
able-bodied men and women were not sent there to do the 
heavy labor on the farm and in the house, their places would 
have to be filled by hired help at great expense, for the pau- 
per inmates of the institution are, as a general thing, aged 
and infirm. 

The law passed last June session of the legislature, 
known as the ‘tramp law,” has in a great measure con- 


tributed its share toward lessening the expense of the 
county. 

During the two years preceding its passage, many towns 
were completely overrun with these intolerable pests. The 
people felt insecure, and in isolated districts there was no 
safety for some kinds of property from their depredations. 

The people have reason to thank the author of that law 
and the legislature that passed it, and any movement made 
for its repeal would meet with just condemnation. 

The expenses at the jail have increased over those of last 
year. By the report it will be seen that there has been more 
inmates than for a number of years. 

During the year the jail buildings have been painted on 
the outside with two coats of paint, which was very much 
needed to be done, as the wood work was becoming badly 
worn. ‘The inside has been thoroughly painted and reno- 
vated at small cost, as the work was done by the inmates of the 
jail. While speaking of the jail, we wish to bear witness 
to the good management and discipline that has prevailed. 
The internal affairs have been conducted unusually well, 
and we think that Mr. Wadsworth, the jailer, feels as 
though he thought he had a part of the interest of the 
county in his keeping. Since the extension of the jail has 
been built, the commissioners have not been able to find 
any labor that could be carried on remuneratively until 
lately, when arrangements have been made to bottom 
chairs, which we think will bring some money into the 
treasury. 

In former reports mention has been made about the 
removal of the county almshouse to some more favorable 
location, where the cost of transporting the paupers and 
the furnishing of supplies will be far less than they now 
are. 

The present location is so far removed that it is difficult 
to remove many who are sick or aged, consequently they 
have to be supported at far greater cost to the county in the 
cities and towns where they reside. 

This is a subject worthy of the consideration of the tax- 
payers of the county. 

We again desire to express our entire and renewed con- 
fidence in the superintendent and matron at the county 
farm, Mr. and Mrs. Bumpus. We commend the zeal and 


ability with which they have managed the affairs of the in- 
stitution under their charge, and the interest they manifest 
in the care and comfort of those intrusted to their keeping. 
Their long familiarity with institutions of this sort enables 
them to bring to the discharge of their duty an experience 
that is rarely obtained. And to their good judgment much 
of the success attending the affairs of this institution is 
due. 

Also would we commend the interest and faithfulness 
manifested by those who have been connected with the in- 
stitution, and think they have performed the duties devolv- 
ing on them in a very acceptable manner. 

The school connected with the institution has been in ses- 
sion 49 weeks, and had an average of 25 scholars. When 
we consider that the children have been taken from the by- 
ways of the towns and the back streets of the cities, and but 
few of them were ever inside of a school-room before, with 
but little or no attention ever paid to their mental or moral 
condition, we think they have made very commendable 
progress. The teacher, Miss Giddings, has given very good 
satisfaction, and we think she has successfully devoted her 
time to the advancement of those under her charge. 

The female insane, under the charge of Mrs. Susan P. 
Hunkins, a lady whose length of service at this and similar 
institutions has qualified her for the position, are well cared 
for, and their condition made as comfortable as their sev- 
eral cases will admit of. 

During the past year the financial condition of the county 
has very much improved. In former years there has not 
money enough been raised to meet the current expenses. 
In fact, there has but little more been appropriated than 
would pay the court and pauper expenses, leaving the State 
reform school, insane asylum, and jail unprovided for, con- 
sequently there was nothing to prevent the county running 
into debt. During the last two years a different policy has 
been pursued. 

The county delegation, at the June session of 1878, voted 
to raise for the year 1879 $95,000; $10,000 of which was 
to pay notes coming due, and the balance to be used for 
current expenses. Had the county report been made up to 
the 31st of December, as formerly has been done, we should 
have shown quite a reduction in the county debt. 
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During the January term of court, the county had to bor- 
row money to meet the immediate expenses until the taxes 
are paidin. The new law authorizes the reports to be made 
up to the first of May, consequently it will show an increase 
of indebtedness over the first of January. As soon as the 
taxes are paid in, this borrowed money will be repaid, and 
leave money enough on hand to pay the expenses as in- 
curred, and leave quite a balance on hand toward liquidat- 
ing the debt.

PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Commissioners of Hillsborough County : — 


GENTLEMEN, — Please permit me to place before you my 
report of the sanitary condition of the Hillsborough County 
Almshouse, for the year ending January 1, 1879. 

The whole number that have been cared for the past 
year was 418. The health of the inmates of the institu- 
tion, with the exception of about two months last season 
when many of the inmates were very sick with measles 
and whooping cough, both children and adults, has been 
good. With prompt treatment and careful attention on 
the part of the superintendent and matron, all but one or 
two recovered ; aside from that sickness, the inmates, with 
few exceptions, have enjoyed quite a degree of health, con- 
sidering the aged and infirm and all of those brought to 
the institution in the last stages of disease. Cleanliness 
of the different wards of the buildings does much for the 
health of those who are supported there. The health of 
the insane inmates has been very good, considering the 
many that are cared for, and everything is done to make 
that class comfortable. 

To the superintendent and matron I return many thanks 
for their kindness and assistance to the sick under my 
charge. To the commissioners, my best respects for their 
zeal and best endeavors to make the institution pleasant 
and prosperous. 

There have been the past year nineteen deaths and six 
births. See table annexed.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To the Board of Commissioners of Hillsborough County : 


GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with section two of the 
law passed by the last legislature providing for the annual 
report of county officers, I herewith submit a list of the 
paupers actually supported and partially supported at the 
county farm during the year 1878, together with the num- 
ber of weeks each was so supported, and also a statement of 
the average cost per week for each pauper, and an explana- 
tion of the basis upon which the cost per week was ascer- 
tained. 

The whole number supported and partially supported was 
four hundred and eighteen. 

The number of weeks’ board furnished to these individ- 
uals was ten thousand one hundred and seventy-three. 

The number of weeks’ board is ascertained by taking the 
number of days between the day of arrival and the date of 
departure of each individual, and by dividing that number 
by seven it gives the number of weeks that each person has 
remained. 

Many of them were here the entire year, giving to each 
of such inmates fifty-two and one-seventh weeks’ support. 

The average cost per week for board of inmates was 
about $1.47 for each person, and was arrived at by the fol- 
lowing calculation : — 

The net amount paid from the county treasury for ex- 
penses at the farm, after deducting the cash paid to the 
treasurer by myself for board of paupers from towns, costs, 
articles sold, labor, etc., was $15,044.05 ; the total number of 
weeks’ board furnished was 10,173; dividing the sum of the 
cash paid by the treasurer, $15,044.05, by 10,173, the num- 
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ber of weeks’ board furnished, it gives $1.47? as the price 
per week for board. 

The price can be reduced still lower by deducting the 
amount paid for painting and building ice-house. 

I would call attention to the fact that, notwithstanding 
the depression in business and the large number of persons 
without work, the number cared for at the institution dur- 
ing the past year was nearly one-fifth less than the year 
previous, and as a matter of course the running expenses 
were much less, there being a reduction of $3,527.48 from 
the cost of 1877. 

A blacksmith-shop has been erected, and supplied with 
forge, tools, etc.; hereafter work of that description will 
be done on the farm, thus saving much time and a large 
annual expenditure. 

The herd of young stock raised upon the farm is a 
fine one, and from it the stock of milch cows can be kept 
good, when by reason of age or other causes it needs re- 
plenishing. 

The large barn, horse- barn, and wood-shed will require 
shingling this year. 

In closing, I would say the employes upon the farm, male 
and female, have performed their various duties in a satis- 
factory manner; and there is great reason for thankfulness 
that the general health of all has been so good, and the 
outside and inside working of the institution so prosperous. 

Thanking you, gentlemen, for your assistance and co-op- 
eration in everything relating to the management of the 
institution, I respectfully submit my report.
